House. The Speaker, however, re¬ 
minded the North V’ancouver member 
that this was a matter dealt with at 
the last session of the Legislature, 
and as such was not a question to be 
debated in the House to-day.

And from this point the speaker 
passed on to another section of his 
resolution dealing with the famous 
I500.900 campaign fund received by 
D^^Arcy Tate. K.C. He retailed for i 
the benefit of the members how he 
had endeavored to find out where this 
money had gone and how the Pre¬ 
mier of the Province had hindered 
his efforts by voting against the reso¬ 
lution last seaston. He quoted a 
statement alleged to have been made 
by the Premier that as the 1500.000 
had been in existence prior to 1911 
It was not a matter for thi.s Govern¬ 
ment to deal with, and formed no' 
subject for Inve.stlgation. Mr. Hanes i 
however, sought to show that this 
was not the case, as cheques had 
been Issued In 1916 and 1916. upon 
which the fligbV-of Tate, Welch and 
other witnesses reflected significant- ' 
ly. Mr. Oliver had told him that he 
had sweated blood In an endeavor to 
get to the bottom of this question. 

Drops of Blood 

“But I think the only drops of' 
blood that were spilt,” .said Mr. i 
Hanes, “might be the result of his ' 
attempts to protect the persons im- i 
plicated. But if this re.solutlon is to ! 
be voted down the Premier and the ! 
Leader of the Opposition had better ^ 
get together and fotin, another coa¬ 
lition and see what they are going 
to do.” 

Mr. Hanes went on to say that ho 
had been promised a Royal Commis¬ 
sion on the conclusion oCthe Inquiry 
in 1917 and was then tofd afterwards 
that the Public Inquiries Act w'ould 
be amended and under its provisions 
he could make his application- When 
the Act had been amended, how¬ 
ever. it vested power in the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor-in-Council to say when i 
and under what circumstances a 
Royal Commission should be ap- * 
pointed. This brought Mr. Hanes to 
the point where he displayed an ob- j 
vtous apprehension that his rosolu- , 
tlon would not pass and he informed 
the House what effect U would have 
were his request to be granted. In 
the first place, he said, although the 
idea luld been pooh-poohed at the 
last session of the Legislature, it 
would disclose the fact that his de¬ 
mand for the resignation of the Pre¬ 
mier and the Attorney-General was 
neither flippant nor untimely. It 
would show, be continued, that so 
many were Implicated that Mr. Oli¬ 
ver would have to resign and bemuse 
he had not prosecuted the culhrlts 
to the full limit of his power the 
Attorney-General would be faced 
with no other alternative.

Sugar Itefinery of Vancouver, 
through the longshoremen's strike at Vaneouver last Summer, 
members of the Legislative Sugar Investigating Committee learned 
at their In^ariug late yesterday. • 

This was the beginning of the sugar famine in B. as the 
Itefinery. set back by this loss, ha s not been able to catch up with 
the demand since, according to 
Angus McLean, buyer and sales 
manager of U. 1’. Illlhet & Co., 
wholesalers of Victoria. 

Sent to San Francisco. 

. Mr. Mcl..enn. after lM*lng sworn, 
was questioned hy H. II. Pooley, 

.M.P.P., member of the committee, as 
to this big shipment last Summer. 

*'I-.^lcven thousand tons of sugar 
came here and waited at Vancouver 
to he unlfiaded." said Mr. Mcla'an. 

••The longshoremen there, however, 
were out on strike and refttsed to i 
handle it. The Heflnery could not af¬ 
ford to keep it wafting, and it was' 
sent down to San t'ranclsco. and thu.s 
lost to the i>eople of this country 
through the strike." 

Consumption Increased Greatly. 

Mr. McLtan said the .shortage he.re 
was accentuated by the increased 
consumption, partly due to Increa.'ied 
liopulation. He said the general busi<- 
ones turnover of his firm in all lines

HEALTH OmCER 


Dr. Price Now Satisfied City 
Can Assume More Efficient 
Powers 


Dr. Arthur G. Price, City Health 
Officer, last night withdrew the 
resignation which he handed to the 
City Council last week because he 
was not satisfied that ho was getting 
proper support In fighting the Influ¬ 
enza epidemic. 

Dr. ITIce’s reasons for the with¬ 
drawal of Ills resignation are set 
forth In the following letter received 
by the City Council last night: 

I \jeg leave to withdraw my resig¬ 
nation of the position of Medical 
Health Officer. 

“The present section of the Health 
Bylaw No. S44, dealing with the sup¬ 
pression of epidemics and the powers 
of the City Board of Health and 
Medical Health Officer is so ambigu¬ 
ous as to b# unworkable,” Dr. Price 
said. “This was, I believe, the opin¬ 
ion of Mr. Hannington. whom 1 con¬ 
sulted oil the first appearance of the 
epidemic In 1918. and who advised 
petitioning the Provincial Govern¬ 
ment to act in the matter rather than 
attempting to use powers which the 
bylaw did not definitely state. .The 
Municipal Act grants powers to the 
city to frame its bylaws and grant 
powers to the Medical Health Officer 
for the prevention of infectious dis¬ 
eases. 1 would, therefore, recom¬ 
mend that the bylaw No. 344 be 
amended in the section relating to 
prevention of infectious diseases with 
a view to stating definitely actions 
which may be taken for the check or 
prevention of epidemic diseasea”

CiTy Council Hears From Offi¬ 
cials of More Advantageous 
System

Various changes in the present sys¬ 
tem under which citizens get their 
names place«l upon the municipal 
voters’ list are suggested in a report 
on the matter received by the City 
Council last night from the City 
Treasurer, CUy Assessor. Clerk of the 
Municipal Council and City Solicitor. 

In regard to assessed property own¬ 
ers the report observ'es: “If the 
assessed owner Is the holder of the 
last agreement to purchase land or 
real property, or the last assignee, 
i such assessed owner, before having 
his name entered on the Voters' Lisi 
must file with the Clerk or Assessor 
of the Municipality, before the closing 
of ths Voters' List, a statutory de¬ 
claration proving that he. she or It 
■ is the holder of the last agreement 
to purchase land or real property, or 
in the last assignee thereof, by the 
terms of w'hich such holder or as¬ 
signee Is liable to pay the taxes, and 
that there are no taxes delinquent for 
more than one year In respect of such 
land or real property. In order that 
any such person, through Ignorance 
of having to make this declaration, 
should not lose his. right to vote, we 
think a statement of this requirement 
should be placed on the annual tax 
bill (requirements for voting as 
property holder by agreement to pur¬ 
chase), and that any person haring 
so registered In 1919, or any year 
thereafter, should have the right to 
vote each succeeding year If taxes 
are paid.” 

The report recommends that 
license holders who. If otherwise 
qualified, are entitled to vote ghnil 
be able to^reglster by taking the 
‘neeessary declaration before a Supreme 
Court Judge, a County Court Judge. 
Stipendary of Police Magistrate. 
Justice of the Peace. Commissioner 
For Taking Affidavits, Notary Pub¬ 
lic, or by registration at the City j 
Hall. Under the City's Private Bill I 
all license holders must pay their I 
road tax befdre being qualified to' 
vote. The officisLls recommend that 
the license holder be allowed to make 
the declaration mentioned at any 
time between July 16 and October 31. 

In respect of householders' qualifi¬ 
cations the report says: "We are of 
the opinion that a yearly declaration 
should be made by every person 
desiring to vote under this qualifi¬ 
cation, if the Council is still of the 
opinion that each person should pay 
(if liable for the same) not less than 
$2 in taxes—because the status of a 
person who was once liable to pay 
road tax might change, or. rather. 
Vould change, by his becoming over 
the age limit of sixty years—And be¬ 
cause It is a difficult matter to 
always get employers to give the 
full and proper names of their em¬ 
ployees liable to .pay road tax. We 
think, however, that. Instead of hav¬ 
ing to be a resident of this city since 
the first of January In the year in 
which registration Is sought. It would 
be sufficient If the person were n 
resident any time in the year prior to 
the 18th of July, and that registra¬ 
tion should be possible any time be¬ 
tween July 16 and October 8l.“ 

Regarding all voters the officials 
“Think it advisable to revive the 
power, which was contained In Sec¬ 
tion 18 of the “Municipal Elections 
Act. 1908.” giving power to the Clerk 
of the Municipal Council to have a 
name, which has been Improperly 
omitted from the Voters’ List placed 
thereon, but before doing so, he shall 
receive an order from the Police 
I Magistrate to that effec^.” 

The Council deferred action on the 
matter for a week in order that the 
aldermen might have an opportunit) 
to examine the report at leisure. 


ESQUIMALTCUTS 
TAX RATE BY MILL 


17 Mills is Total Rate This 
Year; School Rate Shows 
Increase 


The Esquimau Council in a special 
meeting held lost night considered 
and passed the estimates for the 
year, and struck a rate of taxation 
to cover the outlay. A general rate 
of 11.25 mills has been struck, which 
is three roilis lower than the pre¬ 
vious period. The school' rale came 
to 5.75 mills, which Is an increase 
of nearly two thirds over the pre¬ 
ceding year. 

The total rate will thus be seven¬ 
teen mills which is one mill less than 
the general rate for 1919. The in¬ 
crease in the school rate has been 
foreseen ail along, and at the pre¬ 
liminary sitting regarding the school 
estimates recently Reeve I.40ckley 
stated that he had covered every item 
with the chairman of the School 
Board and did not see where any 
single item could be eliminated. The 
estimates were passed in their en¬ 
tirety. 

An additional 3.4000 was added to 
the estimates to cover unknown fac¬ 
tors In connection with the rate of 
exchange. This was deemed ad¬ 
visable as tho municipality is under 
the obligation of paying interest on 
bonds held In New* York CUy. 

'The latter figure was added to 
make ever>'thlng safe, but It is an¬ 
ticipated that the Council will be 
able to fiifd some way of evading 
the adverse exchange rate. The gen¬ 
eral expenditure for the year will 
come to 178.412.
